A Wisconsin dairyman writes as fol- 


lows to Hoard's Dairyman: 


Aftet feeding from a aUo ten winters 


I concladeil to try ensilage in tho sum- 
mer, lu a silo 16 by Id feet there remain- 
ed about throe feet in depth not needed 
for stock before turning to grass. Hav- 
ing doubts about succeeding in kaeping 
the ensilage for hot weather, one-half 
of this was sold. 


The pastures failed before green corn, 


oats or Hungarian could be used, and 
the silo was uncovered, aud wo fed from 
the silo for two weeks, when soiling 
crops were farenongb advanced f or feed- 
ing, but the dry weather cut down the 
crops intended for summer feed so 
much that four times the amount of en- 
silage on hand might have been used to 
advantage. Those who intend to feed 
ensilage in summer mnat consider the 
following facts proved by this one ex- 
periment: 


Knsilngo will keep perfectly for sum- 


mer use in the bottom of :» silo, where 
pressure has made it solid, covering 
with three inches of rotten ensilage and 
double boards breaking joints. 


A round silo is not desirable if lum-, 


liur is Bsuil ior covering eusilai;o. 


Tho tima required for feeding from 


tbe silo is less than one-third required 
to harness horses and drive to tho field 
and out green crops. 


If meal of any kind is used, it is 


worth much moro mixed with cut corn 
stalks, which prevents cattlo from eat- 
ing too rapidly and mixes tbomeal with 
lighter feed so that it cannot lie in a 
eolid mass. 


When wo havo a heavy crop of corn, 


we can keep it over and feed till time to 
(ill tho silo again, and new ensilage 
may be put on top, aud whenever tho 
crop is short the old will help make up 
the deficiency, 


Summer feeding of ensilage will t-fl 


most profitable whcu a season of abun- 
dance is followed by a very dry summer.

All foods 


have their effect on tho flavor of the 
product iu a greater or less degn 
Whether those flavors are called good or 
bad depends on the taste ol the-con- 
sumer 


When oo^ffs aro first turned out iu tho 


spring end taken from dry feed on to 
fresh, luxuriant grass, thero is a decid- 
ed change in tho flavor of the luilk and 
batter. It ban a "grassy taste" that 
some persons like; others do not. 
For 


my part, 1 do not like the change. If 
tbe pasture is nlover, this taste in 
stronger, aud if ry'e this "grassy taste" 
in stronger still—so much BO that most 
persons do not like it. 
There ia too 


much of a good thing. My way of doing 
either with fresh grass, clover or rye in 
spring ia to feed tbe cows giving milk 
some nice, good clover hay and grain 
t«*d w if h it. This tones down the strong, 
"Drossy taste" and makes the flavor 
al,«ut right to Knit most pnnottk—C. 
f, Uoodricb in Breeder's Gazette:'

The temperature when Baiting should 


not bo higher .than 8<! degrees. Put to 
press in abont 15 or 20 minutes, or when 
tho salt is thoroughly dissolved. Have 
tho temperataro at this time between 80 
degrees and 35 degrees. 


Apply pressure gently at first, nutil 


the whey begins to run clear, then 
gradually increase. 
After tho oheoses 


have been in press about 45 minutes, 
they may be taken out and nuntly baud- 
aged. 
Only pure water shonld be used. 


They should bo turned again in the 
morning. See that no rims or shoulders 
ore left on the ahueses, but have them 
neat and stylish in appearance and of 
uniform si'/e. Tb^y should bo pressed 
for at least SO hours before being re- 
moved to tho curing room. 


The caring room should bo kept at an 


even tompora&muof about (>5 dogrui.'s or 
70 degrees, and should bo well ventilat- 
ed.—Ontario College Dairy CulJotiiv.

Illlnota Factory Women. 


The supremo court of Illinois has da 


cidod that tbo eight hour law, or, as i 
is generally known, the sweat sbo 
law, is unconstitutional. The law pro 
hibited the employment of women for 
more than 'eight hours a day or in or 
than 48 hours a week in any factory i 
Illinois. Probably 40,000 women in Ii 
linois who work in factories are affect 
ed by the-decision, 32,000 of whomliv 
in Chicago. 
They aro employed in th 


main in shoo factories, cloak and cloth 
ing houses, candy factories, paper bo 
shops and various other ruauufacturin 
establishments. 
The judges also pro 


uoanced unconstitutional section 10 o 
tho bill, which provided an annual ap 
propriatiou of $20,000 for factory in 


(spectors, whose chief duty was to se 
'that the eight hour clause was enforced 
This will probably end tbe valnabl 
work that the women factory inspector 
have been carrying on, with Mrs. Flor 
euco Kelley as their chief.—Springfieli 
Letter.

Every time 
tbe French papers announce the death 
of n wealthy man without heirs there is 
to be found some ono in this city who 
is ready to claim relationship and a part 
of tho estate. The Legacy Advance com- 
pany takes no chances. 
When a claim- 


ant satisfies tho manager that he has a 
reasonable claim to an

marks. Occasionally vo havo a big leg- 
acy for collection, but generally big 
legacies prove to bo myths. For in- 
stance, here is a letter that I have jnsc 
received from a man iu tho went, who 
claims that the city of Amsterdam owes 
him $15,000,000.
